Have we any protection against 
the danger of an all-poworful central 
government? 
In his inaugural address in 1861, 
Lincoln said: “By the frame of the 
government under which we live 
our Constitution, this same people 
have w i s e l y given their public ser­ 
vants but little power for mischief; 
and have, with equal wisdom, pro­ 
vided for the return of that little to 
their own hands at very short in­ 
tervals.’’ 
Our Constitution divides our gov­

branches, limits the power of each 
branch and provides that this power
